May Replace Oil 

The day Is coming when petro- 
leum will run out uid chemists 
wiU t^llize agricultural products 
containing oarbohydratw. AaMh, 
cellulose and sugars to miilu raw 
matertals to reiilace it. 

This prediction is made by Pnf . 
H. N. Bambam, d^wrtment of 
Chemistry, In wnose laboratory 
experiments in ehhninatlon of 
starch have been procrasstng since 
19U. The experiments have as 
their purpose the formation of 
chloride compounds which manu- 
facturing companies can use to 
make raw materials to replace 
petroleum. 

One of the basic raw materials 
for many indiMiW e bwai c»l » is 
petroleum. 

Since chlorides are replaceable 
by many things the chlorination 
of starch might get Into the field 
of plastics and low molecular 
Barium said.

Why are SGA sponsored varsities 
h( Id in a privately bwned hall leased io 
a band leader instead of in the gym or 
other school property, allo^viiig profit to 
be used to benefit the student body? Have 
possibilities of osin^ SGA funds for obtain- 
ing the gym or cohstruetioa of J|Bm^orar> 
recreation faeilittes on a ieff-ifivmathtg 
plan been exhausted? 

Undoubtedly the Planning Committee 
and the Student Council have made sincere 
efforts to improve the situation but 1 feel

Aftar, and only aflar, two 
tMrds of the members of each

The committee's job is one of persuasion- "We must make the persons back 
hoijne realize that studnts present a united front in recognizing University needs. We 
furthermore must try to gain support in the legitlature by making our state represen- 
tatives realize that both students and those baclc home acknowledgfi these needs and 
hmA, the appropriations request."

F. Gingrich, Bnilding Superin- 
tendent, in an interview Mmi- 
day in which be nrgad stndant 
and faculty coopantkm with 

the deputies. 

"Kansas State has a large and 
well-trained fi>re department and 
we are taking every precaution 
to prevent recurrences of sndt 
(liKasters a^ the deHtruetion of 
the Veterinary building last 
March," t^aid Gingrich. 

Regular drills are held every 
week and are under the direct 
supervision of L, W. Joincs, As- 
sistant Superintendent of Build- 
ing "i)d Repair. The drill this 
week was directed at training 
anri [inif iiL-e for firas in wa 

dairy burn area. 

The College ii4ilstle is the tra- 
ditional alarm given for fire or 
other trouble on the campus. In 
the puHt, many well-meaning 
students and townspcoifla baifa 
turned out to assist. 

"Those coming in ears, how- 
aver," Oingricb said, liava of- 
ten bean a serious handicap tu 
oparatloas, It ts therefore nce- 
aiaary to create an aswrgeney 
police force to stop unnooassary 
traffic." 

Only those directly conceited 
with the ftre fighting will be al- 
lowed to drive on the campus 
durinif fires In the future, Ging- 
rich added. 

Anyone scoinf; « five should 
telephone the liuiliiinK and Re- 
pair Department, 3 50 7, which is 
the headouartcrs for the Col- 
lege fire department. Students 
are urRed to not call the city 
fire department. As campus 
runs arc quite expensive, the 
city department ha.s been in- 
structed to ignore calls by any- 
one except the President or cer- 
tain aulho'rized personnel of the 
Building and Repair depart- 
ment, Gingrich said. 

The College fire department 
Is not a volunteer organisation. 
It consists of four students, all

All except nine of tlie new 
positions would be on the teach- 
ing staff. The other nine would 
include five counseling and ad- 
ministrative .workers and four 
library assistants. 

I'he additional faculty mem- 
bers would permit a ratio Of 14 
students per teacher, the hlglMit 
consistent with sound education. 
President Elsenhower said. "This 
fall the ratio is far too high— 
about one teaoher to every twm- 
ty students — but this average Is 
In keeping with that at other 
U.S. Colleges, ' he added. 

The additions would give the 
College a teuchiriK staff of 531 
for the first year of the bien- 
nlum, 5S7 for the second year. 
An itt-m of $492,700 yearly is 
being requested to provide for 
the new positions, The request, 
approved by the state board of 
regents, will be submitted to the 
1M7 state legLslature. 

Doubled Work 
The five new counseling and 
administrative positions would 
Include an assistant comptroller, 
two assistant counselors, a col- 
lege editor and a field repre- 
sentative on endowment pro- 
grams. The lour additional posi- 
tions at the library would In- 
crease the staff from 12 to IS. 
This would be only a 33 percent 
increase in the regular staff, 
President Eisenhower rfffntlMt 
out, while enrolImeOtlMg'tMHlll * 
in the paht year. 

"Increased enrollment also 
calls tor more monthly and 
hourly employees." President 
tlisenhower in his budget re- 
quest. "Our Increased enisll- 
ment has more than doubled the

Wars Begin in Mfaida of Men 

Thifl new International ort^atiizution 
hM the task of helping build the ^lurdy 
framework within which the United Na- 
tiomi and all its specialized agencies nmy 
operate. The Unesco constitutinn recog- 
nizen that wars begin in the minds of men 
und proclaims that it i.; in Uu' minds of 
men that tht; def«nMes of pt-aec must l)e 
con«tnicteJ. The protfram of the (trtraiii- 
zation is therefore designed to contribute 
to poacr and security by promoting col- 
laboration among nations and petoplcs 
through cducatiop, science, and culture*. 

I want 111 make clear that it is not th{' 
primtiry iniriiusc of Unesco to promote 
the (IcvclniiiiK'iit nf (>ilucatioii, seience, 
and cnhun- in and of thcmsclvci*. Uather, 
the focn.sfil purpose is to help build 
what ail Vhe kindly paaplc on tbia 
euth are puCybtg fer~a juflt and en6sat- 
Jng peace ^janed «a g«Buine understand- 
;ng. And thai unrlerfitanding is to be 
af!hii>\-('ri Oirontrh ediicattonai, scieoitific, 
and ciiititrid cooperation- ' 

A Step Toward Peace 

Now, it cannot be said that the i no mo- 
tion of understanding wit] in iisi ir ^^ui^r- 
antee either 'fteace or security . Toda^, in 
Home countrieB, people with a common 
language, heritage, and ct^ltare are ex> 
periencing Ihtellcctual divtsions nearly as 
deep ami iiitter as those that oxist be- 
tween opposing nations in the recent war. 
But it may l>i' said tiiat widc-^jpifad nn- 
derstandiiif? amony the earth's millions is 
an indi-^pctisable step toward peace Uld 
MiCurity. iiSckiflg bauc tinderstanding 
— finr< tv," mo!^ emphatically kck it now 
— political ond eeonpmic arrangements 
betv/uen iialtoos are apt to be in the na- 
ture <,!' iti»ecure appease nu-nts rather 
than &bidi:i!r agreements that reflect the 
convictions of the masses of mankind. 
Hence, Unesco's task nHust be carried for- 
ward in the sincere faith that put of gre«t- 
er underotanding will come economie and'*^ 
political arrangements which make peace 
not merely the absence of war, but a 
pctftitive program commonly conceived 
and ardently promoted by men evsiy* 
where. 

Thirty Member Nations . 

At Pariti, 30 member nations and 11 ob- 
MTver nationgldeveloped the first fledg- 
KHf jjirogram for Uneaco. Much paiostak-' 
ing work lay back of tliis initial program. 
A preparatory commission had labored 
for a year in Paris. Our United States 
National Comntiw«ion for Uneaco had stu- 
died and revised the sunrgestions of tht! 
preparatory commission. Thos(\of us who 
went to Paris to represent the United 
States were all members of the national 
oemmisaion; so we had studied our les- 
sons before we went to aehpol. 

Many Projects Planned 

I wish I could describe to you briefly 
the many projects the nations developed 
at Paris for the coming year. There isn't 
room in the Collegian. All projects fi- 
nally setected fonatitute a coherent 
wkoie ; yet, for coBv.^eaoe, they may be 
divided into these general areas: Educa- 
tion, mass communication, natural sci- 
ences, social .-icienct's, humunities, crea- 
tive arts, and libraries anil museums. 
These are the channels through which etS- 
ucatiouul, iicientil'ic, and cultural cooper- 
ation will be advanced. Let me irfvd jroa-

We appioved^^ a-prejeet for the develnp- 
meilt of minimal eduei^iial standards 
may contribatu to the vital strug- 
gle again illiteracy.

tive understanding of other nations and 
peoples on the part of those n^ho use the 
textboolcs.

81) per cent of aP the itfrnile.s t»f ihe 
world obtain tn^ws nnly after it is filtered 
through some form' of censorship. Tariffs,

free interflow of books, magazines, and 
motion pictures.

The truth can, if we will be 
wise, make us free. Without truth or with 
only filtered truth, there will be no free- 
dom and no peac. 

Peoples Muat Help 
How, 1 most ondaracorc the fael tliat 
Unesco capaot ^ HMf krimw about the 
degre* of commo'> i.<nd<'rstanc)ing we 
need. Functioning iilone, Unesco would 
be rc mor*} effective than a man trying to 
rvp a race vith his shirttail caught in a 
door. The I rojects of Unesco are, in the 
last analysis, propouila for action by all 
the peoples of the world, Without tiie' 
helpfttf,^ aincera eoefieratiott of the mem- 
ber nations, Unetco can do nothing atid 
be nothing. Without the eamest,^willnig 
nop f ration of human beings everywhere 
Unesco can have no reality and no true 
/neaning. 

What, then, do the ijeople of the Unit- 
ed States propose to do about imtjlement- 
ing Unesco's program? What does Kan- 
sas State College propose to do. What 
does each of us — ^you, too — propose to 
do? 

Regional Conferences Soon 

Kkrly in 1947, th United States Nation- 
al Commission for Unesco will call a na- 
tioifwide conference of educators, .scien- 
tists, and "others interested. This will be 
followed by regional conferences. My task 
as chairman i>f the I'nited States Nation- 
al Commissinn i.-^ to brinj^ Unesco's pro- 
giam cioser to liie American people--«t 
least as far as these national and region- 
al conferences. At each of these, the 
Unesco program will b* explained and 
analy/c'l, and the eoo|>eratson of I'duca- 
tional agencies, ma.ss media, youth 
groiii)H, civic elulis, learnefl .-societies, 
women's ciub.s, and others will be sought 
i!> moving' into vitalized action the pro- 
gram and purposes which are now only 
words on paper,

I shall try to write you again soon and 
ruggest what 1 think should bt^ doing. 
This letter is already too long. Let me 
eliMa with two important obsemtioas. 
Need in Everjr Nation 

First. I have talked with some who con- 
demn Unesco at its ineeption because all 
coontriefl, including Russia. d(» not now 
cooperate in it. That n sin^'-le nation, 
frreat or small, should «tand aloof, is re- 
Krettahle. Hnt what the world cannot 
unanimously undertake today, part of the 
viorld can begin. We must not .shrug 
a way, our own responsiinlity by saying 
that the real need for understanding is 
between only two nations or two regions 
of the world. The need is within every 
nation and between all nations. So surely 
We may bejjin our taslt with that hope 
that what benefit.s part t>f mankind will 
in time, perhaps soon, commend it.self to 4 
all peoples everywhere. 

My second observation is this: Unesco 
at its first meeting produced a program 
lor c^mon action to construct in the 
minds of men .sisc^ defenses of the peace 
its the minds of men can main. If it is pos- 
sible in the pr«^ssent tiark atmosphere of 
cynicism, suspicion, and despair for peo- 
ple to agree upon anyUung, they should, 
I think, be able to agree upon Unesco's 
pnrpoaes and pros^am^ Surely all who 
have the capacity to think at 41II can 
agree together on the end of peace.

McCord Clarifies 
Misnnderstairiing 
On Vets Housing 

In an attempt to clear away 
much misunder st a nding ooocem- 
ing the 34 FFSA vartmeot unite 
recently occupied by married 

veterans Hal McCord Kansas 
State housing coordinator went 
into further detail today. 

According to McCord the two 
bedroom units are renting for 
130 a month. This includes all 
utilities and Uxi.'d L-quipment 
consisting of kltciien lange, hot 
water heater, ice box (not me- 
chanical) and space heater. 
These items are not considered 
basic furniture. All apartments 
do not hava batlH but do bava 

showers. 

Single bedroom units ham tba 
same fixed equipment and utttt* 
ties antl rent for 125 a month. 

In an effort to furnish basic 
furniture dinette tables and 
chairs and army bunks and mat- 
tresses have been obtained and 
are either in apartments or in 
storage ready (or use. Approxi- 
mate rental for the furniture 
available wiU amount to $3.00 in 
addition to the basic rent. Mc- 
Cord explained that living room 
fumltiu'e and chests of drawers 
ore unavailable. 

Tenants who plan to install 
their own mechanical refrigpra- 
tors will ha\'e an additional 
charge of one dollar a month. 

Basic rent of the apartments 
baa no relaUon to family in- 
come emphasized McCord as he 
explained that rental amounts 
were baised on conferences with 
a representative of the Federal 
Public Housing Authority How- 
ard Allnian OPA director for 
Manhattan and local realtors. 
Rents aie based on fau* rent for 
comparable accomodations in 
the community. 

In applying for adjusted rent, 
as in the case of family illness, 
the family mcome is taken into 
consideration. But in no event 
will the adjusted rent be less 
than the operating expense of a 
unit and is established at ap- 
proximately twenty per cent of 
the family income. Adjusted rent 
is applicable for only BO days 
and should the emergency ex- 
tend over that time, an addi- 
tional application must be made. 
Adjusted rent for a $90 a month 
family would amount to awrox- 
imately ^d aHMiQi fUmrad Ifii- 
Cord. 

Number 370 is not the next 
person to receive a unit, correct- 
ed McCord, but the next person 
to make a paid reservation for 
an apartment in the future. 
Though there are only 336 apart- 
ments in the housing project, the 
remaining numbers up to 300 
are hanging ' 
cellatiotia.

FraternlUes and SOTorltles at 
Kansas State show an Increase 
of nearly 600 members over last 
year. This Is an Increase In num- 
ber but a drop In percentage due 
to an Increase in tbe total num- 
ber of students, the annual so- 
rority and Pratenilty Report re- 
veals. Twenty threa pn omt 
Kansaa Statoia brioag to SaoiBl 
organizations. 

Of the total number of wom^ 
students (1,47S>. ST per cent be- 
long to sororities and 19.fi per 
cent of tbe 5.03S men belong to 
fratemiUes. Uut year there were 
see women in sororities; this year 
there are 400. However, the most 
striking Increase has been among 
the fraternities. There are now 
982 men in fraternities whereas 
197 belonged last year. This rep- 
resents the largest total number 
of fraternity men ever recorded 
in any survey at the College but 
it is not the highest percentage. 

The Increase in the number of 
fraternity men. according to the 
report, is because the 16 na-

The RuBsianH also have, he ex- 
plained, the slrotiKest Messian- 
iitic corajilex in modern history. 
Russian Orthodo.xy believes all 
other forms of Christian belief 
heretical, that Mosi'ow is the cen- 
ter of the true faith. This belief, 
apparently is carried over into 
the present Russian policy of 
forcing Communism on other 
countries.

A center to give Graduate 
Record Examinations to students 
intending to do advanced study 
has t>een established at Kansas 
State with Paul Terrance of tbe 
veterans' afMcg effiet as obtaC 
esuuntner. 

The Graduate Record Exam- 
ination is now used by more 
than 360 colleges and unlversl- 
ttea, some of which require it 
for admission to the graduate 
school. It is available in approx- 
imately 100 oUier ooltegs which 
serve as examination centers. 

Kansas State will be an exam- 
ination center. The test is not 
one of the requirements for ad- 
mission to the K- State graduate 
school, Terrance said. The test- 
ing center was set up at 
the College because some .siii- 
dents had difficulty in obtain- 
ing admission to certain grad- 
uate schools which require the 
egambiation t>efore admlwlon.

One of the amendments offers a ^tem that would 
greatly simplify tills comjOlcated method of miification 
and would prevent the tiresome repetitions of the consti- 
tution voting in the future. 

ITiis amendment, at the end of the constitution would 
make it possible to xallfy a new constitution by a majority 
vote of the stialenta who went to the polla. This is the 
qrstem tued In state and national eleetions. Surely the 
people who are not interested enough to vote don't tft- 
aerve to hold up the pn^ress that can be made by ratify- 
h^ the SGA constitution. 

Many of the changes In the constitution will bring 
Improvements in student govemmeitt If the amended 
section is reified.
